PRESIDENT MAY ACT 
IMMEDIATELY OR WAIT 
UPON EXTRA SESSION 


Decision on One of Two 
Steps Expected Within the 
Next Two Days — Lower 
House Presents Problem. 


Washington, March 8.—Secretary 
Lansing and Attorney General 
Ory have advised President Wilson 
that he has full authority to arm Amer- 
can merchant ships against illegal at- 
tacks by German submarines. 

It was to these two officers—the gov- 
ernment’s authorities respectively on in- 
ternational questions and law—that the 
president referred the contention raised 
in the senate that old statutes enacted 
to authorize merchantmen to resist pl- 
rates raised an insuperable bar to the 
step he desired to take to meet the sub- 
marine menace. They have reported 
thai the stautes have no application 
to the present situation. 

Whether the president will act im- 
mediately in accordance with this opin- 
ion, or will wait to call a special ses- 
sion of congress to pass a resolution 
Similar to that killed by a filibuster 
during the last session was not re- 
vealed tonight. 

May Call Extra Session. 

In view of the action of the senate 
today in revising its rules to prevent 
another such filibuster, it was thought 
in some administration quarters that 
the president would immediately call 
an extra session. Weight was given 
to this idea by the president's state- 
ment last Sunday in which he laid 
blame for the failure of the armed neéu- 
trality resolution on “a little group of 
wilful men” and appealed to the senate 
to amend its rules and “save the coun- 
try from disaster.’ 

However, it was recalled that in the 
same statement the president expressed 
the opinion that old statutes might 
“raise insuperable practicable obsta- 
cles.” Since then he has received the 
opinions of the attorney general and 
the secretary of state. 

One problem involved in considera- 
tion of the subject is the probable dif- 
ficulty over the organization of the 
next house because of the almost even- 
ly distributed balance of power between 
the democrats and republicans. A long- 
drawn-out fight such as has marked 
the organization of more than one 
house probably would delay action on 
the armed neutrality question—a con- 
tingency which the president is deter- 
mined to avoid. 

Week's Notice Imperative. 

It is taken for granted in all quar- 
ters that before July 1 Mr. Wilson will 
gummon an extra session of congress. 
The only question open tonight was 
whether it will be called immediately. 
Many members of the old house have 
left for their homes, and some of the 
new members are not here. Therefore, 
at least a week's notice is considered 
imperative, and some members want 
three weeks’ notice because of their ex- 
pectation that once congress convenes 
again it will remain in session a long 
time.

AMBASSADOR TO JAPAN 
SUCCUMBS TO APOPLEKY 


George W. Guthrie Dies Sud- 
denly at His Post in 
Tokio. 


Washington, March 8.—George WwW. 
Guthrie, American ambassador to Ja- 
pan since 1913, died suddenly of apo- 
plexy today at Tokio. 

Only a brief cablegram announcing 
his death, but giving no details, had 
reached the state department tonight. 
The affairs of the embassy have been 
taken over by Post Wheeler, the first 
secretary, who will act as charge until 
a new ambassador is named. 

Mr. Guthrie, a Pittsburg lawyer, 
prominent in national democratic poli- 
tics for many years, was among the 
first diplomatic representatives ap- 
pointed by President Wilson. He sailed 
for Japan in July, 1913, and has been 
at this post constantly since that time 
except for a short visit to the United 
States in 1915. He has acted for his 
government in several important diplo- 
matic exchanges with Japan, including 
the California anti-alien controversy. 

News of the ambassador's death caus- 
ed a shock at the state department, as 
there had been no reports indicating 
failure of his robust health. He was 
68 vears old. 

The state department cabled a mes- 
sage of condolence to Mrs. Guthrie, who 
understood to have been with her 
husband at the time of his death. Pro- 
vision is made in the department reg- 
ulations for bringing home the bodies 
of diplomatic officers who died at their 
posts, and this power will be exercised 
in the case of the late ambassador, un- 
less Mrs. Guthrie arranges otherwise 
or decides to accept the expected 
tender of a Japanese warship. 

Mr. Wheeler, now in charge of the 
embassy, has had a wide diplomatic ex- 
perience, and the department feels that 
he is fully capable of conducting its 
business for an indefinite period pend- 
ing the appointment of a new ambas- 
sador. Because of the importance of 
relations with Japan just now, it Is ex- 
pected that President Wilson will ex- 
ercise great deliberation in filling the 
vacancy. 

The depariment’s dispatch announc- 
ing the ambassador's death was signed 
by Mr. Wheeler. It said: 

‘It is my painful duky to inform you 
that the ambassador died suddenly to- 
night at 8 o'clock of apoplexy.”

COUNT ZEPPELIN, 
Who died yesterday near Berlin. 
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COUNT ZEPPELIN 
DIES NEAR BERLIN 


Leader of Germany’s Air 
Warfare Succumbs Thurs- 
day to Attack of Pneumo- 
nia at Charlottenburg. 


London, March 8.—Count Zeppelin is 
dead, according to a dispatch from Ber- 
lin received by Reuter’s Telegram 
company. According to a Berlin tele- 
gram transmitted by Reuter’s Amster- 
dam correspondent, Count Zeppelin 
died this forenoon at Charlottenburg, 
near Berlin, from inflammation of the 
lungs. 


Geneva, March 8.—(Via Paris.)— 
Count Zeppelin’s death at Charlotten- 
burg was due to pneumonia.

Count Ferdinand Zeppelin ~ became 
famous at the age of 70 as the builder 
of the world’s first practical dirigible 
balloon. On his 75th birthday he nav- 
igated his 20th airship to celebrate the 
occasion. But before be had achieved 
fame he had devoted a half century. of 
his life, exhausted his personal fortune 
of $750,000 and sacrificed a brilliant 
career as a German cavalry leader, in 
conquering the air. 

Emperor William recently pro- 
claimed Count Zeppelin to be ‘the 
greatest German of the twentieth cen- 
tury.” As a token of appreciation he 
conferred upon him the exalted Order of 
the Black Eagle, the highest.honor in 
the emperor’s power. ™N 

It was in the United States that 
Count Zeppelin made his first balloon 
ascension. It occurred while he was 
following General Carl Shurz in the 
civil war as a military observer for the 
German army. A captive balloon in use 
for military observations by union 
troops greatly interested the young 
German officer, and he was taken up in 
it in 1863. 

He electrified a skeptical world in 
1908 by staying aloft for 37 hours in 
the fifth airship he had built, and by 
sailing it in a straight course for

He in- 
dicated the possibility that all surplus 
stocks of grain would be exhausted and 
said that very radical measures were 
needed to enable the people to hold out 
until next year. 

‘We have in the third year of the 
war,” the food controller is quoted as 
saying, “discovered that among all sec- 
tions of the people the general feeling 
evinced is not one of that endurance for 
which we had hoped. This is human 
nature, but it is highly deplorable and 
may have most serious results.

Washington, March 8.—Word that

Ration- 
ing and requisitioning must be strictly 
applied with respect to eggs, milk, but- 
ter, fruit and vegetables. He added: 
“We are confronted with the thought 
of what would happen if this measure 
also should fail and what grim starva- 
tion there would be if suddenly during 
the closing months of the economic 
year we should find there was insuf- 
ficiency and we could not hold out. The 
ensuing misery would be indescribable.” 


Speech Causes Sensation. 


The speech caused a sensation and 
the Socialist Hufer, who followed, ac- 
cording to The Rheinische Westfalische 
Zeitung, declared that the junkers are 
to blame if a famine supervened. An 
attempt was being made, he said, to 
shift the blame on England. 

“The selfishness of the agrarians,” 
he said, “is the cause of the high 
prices. The war would*long since have 
been ended if everybody had to suffer 
hunger equally. The present meat ra- 
tion is insufficient. To withhold stch 
a necessity from the people in the in- 
terest only of agrarian tariff is dam- 
nable. I recall Professor Abbes’ re- 
tirement from «he council of the war 
feeding department; the strike of mu- 
nition workers in Essen and Berlin, ow- 
ing to under-feeding have only too well 
justified him.”

He alluded to the 
critical situation created by the partial 
success of the entente’s plan of starv- 
ing Germany, and added:

Gordon Noel Hurtel, the well-known 
newspaper man, was elected recorder 
pro tem. by council yesterday afternoon 
and will assume his new duties this aft- 
ernoon, as soon as he is sworn in by 
Mayor Candler.

Rebel Leaders Imprisoned. 

Havana, March 8.—Secretary of the 
Interior Hevia arrived at Havana at 9 
o’ clock this morning bringing with him 
ex-President Jose Miguel Gomez, Colo- 
nel Quinones, the former military chief 
at Camaguey; Captain Juan Izquierda, 
and several lieutenants of the insurgent 
forces who were captured in battle 
yesterday near Placetas. 

General Gomez, the rebel leader, was 
placed in the Presidio and the others 
were taken to the Cabansas fortregs. 

A presidential proclamation issued 
today promises “all possible indul- 
gence’ to those submitting themselves 
to the constitution and laws. It says, 
in part: 

“Dominated in Camaguey and Santa 
their chief a prisoner: their 
principal leaders prisoners or dead: all 
of Oriente province pacified except 
Santiago and vicinity (which very 
soon will be in the power of the loyal 
troops), persistence by the rebels in 
their venturesome undertaking would 
be doubly criminal and abhorrent.

SENSATIONAL DEBATE 
PRECEDED THE VOTE 


Senators Accused of Killing 
Armed Neutrality Bill by 
Filibuster Made Bitter At- 
tacks on President. 


Washington, March 8.—After more 
than 100 years under rules permitting 
debate limited only by the physical 
endurance of senators and the provi- 
sions of the constitution, the senate 
tonight by a vote of 76 to 3 put power 
in the hands of two-thirds of its mem- 
bers in the future to limit discussion 
and to say when a vote shall be taken 
On a pending measure. 

Never while the amendment is in 
the senate rule book can a “little group 
of willful men,” as President Wilson 
called those he ‘held responsible for 
defeat of the armed neutrality bill, 
prevent a vote upon a bill before the 
senate if two-thirds of their colleagues 
will otherwise. The organized fili- 
buster as recognized in the senate is 
dead. 

Action came unexpectedly after six 
hours’ debate on the new rule, drafted 
by a bi-partisan committee. Although 
both democrats and republicans had 
approved the change in caucus, and 
Senator Martin, the majority floor 
leader, had given notice that the sen- 
ate would be kept in continuous ses- 
sion until a vote was taken, nearly 
every one looked for a much longer 
discussion.

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cRNA HINDU PLOT 
BACKED BY BERLIN 


Plans of Hindu and German 

Chemist Had Approval of 
Dr. Zimmermann, Accord- 
ing to Documentary Evi- 
dence. 


New York, March 8.—Evidence de- 
signed to show that Dr. Chandre Chak- 
raberty, 3 Hindu physician, and Ernest 
Sekunna,* a German chemist, received 
more than $60,000 from Wolf von Igel, 
a member of the staff of Count von 
Bernstorff, former German ambassa- 
dor to the United States, upon the 
order of Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, Ger- 
man foreign minister, with which to 
foment a rebellion in India, was re- 
ported tonight to have been presented 
to a spectal federal grand jury here. 

The information was contained in 
papers confiscated in the government's 
raid on Von Igel’s offices in Wall street, 
while seeking evidence in the plot 
against the Welland canal. The pa- 
pers were officially used by the s0OV- 
ernment for the first time today, it 
was Stated, their utilization having 
heretofore been prevented by the vi&- 
orous protests of Count von Bernstorff. 

Ofter Not Accepted. 

Although the papers had been taken 
from the jurisdiction of the local fed- 
eral courts to Washington, Count von 
Bernstorff failed to take advantage of 
the attorney general's offer to return 
any papers identified by him as offi- 
cial documents. As a result the pa- 
pers are at the disposal of the gov- 
ernment. 

The documents were taken to the 
grand jury room by Captain William 
B. Offley, divisional superintendent of 
the department of justice under whose 
direction virtually all of the German 
plot and propaganda arrests in this 
city have been made. Captain Offley 
was the only one examined today, 

The Zimmermann order was obtained 
by Dr. Chakraberty in the summer of 
1915, when he went to Berlin for the 
special purpose of interesting the Ger- 
man foreign office in*his Indian re- 
bellion, according to the government 
agents. It is not believed that the Zim- 
mermann memorandum is an autograph 
letter, but it is understood to have 
been written in his office at his dicta- 
tion, after Chakraberty’s scheme had 
been fully considered and approved. 

Bonds Are Cancelled. 

Although Dr. Chakraberty and Se- 
Kkunna spent some of the money which 
they obtained from Von Igel in $3,000 
and $4,000 payments, the authorities 
are making an investigation into a 
large sum said to have been invested 
in Dr. Chakraberty’s name. He has 
$15,000 in savings banks, $15,000 invest- 
ed in negotiable securities, and title 
to two houses in uptown Manhattan, 
the government claims.

P. Morgan & Co., and no little unfavor- 
able criticism in the allied countries. 
To Correct Misunderstanding. 

The board’s statement tonight fol- 
lows: 

“From statements which have been 
published from time to time, both in the 
American and foreign press, there 
pears to be a misunderstanding of the 
attitude of the federal reserve board 
with respect to investments in foreign 
loans in the United States. On more 
than one occasion the board has en- 
deavored to remove this misunder- 
Standing. So far from objecting to the 
placing of foreign loans in the Ameri- 
can market, it regards them as a very 
important, natural and proper means 
of settling the balances created in our 
favor by our large export trade. There 
are times when such loans should be 
encouraged as an essential means of 
maintaining and protecting our for- 
eign trade. 

“The board has already stated that 
its announcement of November 28, 1916, 
did not deal with the finances or the 
credit of any particular country, but 
only with banking principles which 
it seemed desirable to emphasize under 
the conditions existing. at that time. 
The objection then. made by the board 
was to the undue employment by our 
banks of their funds in the purchase 
of foreign loans and not to the merits 
of foreign loans as investments. The 
board was then and is now of the 
Opinion that the liquid condition of 
our banks should not be impaired 
through undue or unwise use of their 
resources for investment operations. 

“The position of the board with re- 
spect to this principle has not changed. 
It still takes the view that foreign 
borrowings should appeal primarily to 
the investor and not involve the use of 
banking resources beyond the limits 
of sound practice. In view, however, 
of existing conditiens, especially as 
they affect our foreign trade, the board 
deems it desirable and in the public 
interests |to remove any misconcep- 
tion that may be left in the minds of 
those wh6 read the statement issued 
on the 28th of November, 1916, 

Gold Reserve Strengthened. 

“Since that date the country’s gold 
reserve has been further 
strengthened and supplies 
basis for additional credit. The board 
considers that banks may perform a 
useful service in facilitating the dis- 
tribution of investments and in carry- 
ing out this process they may, with 
advantage, invest a reasonable amount 
of their resources in foreign securi- 
ties. So long as this does not lead to 
an excessive tying-up of funds and 
dues not interfere with the liquid con- 
dition of the banks, there cannot be 
any objection to this course.

Holguin’s band visited the 
San Juan mine, owned by Americans, 
7 miles south of the border, Sunday, 
but took nothing save food.

THE EXTRA SESSION. 


It is to be regretted that the governor, 
in the exercise of the discretion conferred 
upon him by the constitution and laws of 
the state, should have decided to call an- 
other extra session of the general assembly 
of the state. 

As a matter of general principle, the 
people who pay the bill do not regard with 
favor too prolonged or too frequent ses- 
sions of the lawmaking branch of govern- 
ment. 

Outside of the consequent burden of ex- 
pense which must be borne by the people, 
Buch sessions are objectionable as tending 
to disturb existing laws without providing 
permanent remedies or relief. 

The present prohibition law was born 
of a special session of the present legisla- 
ture called by the present governor for the 
express purpose of settling the prohibition 
fssue in Georgia. No effort was made to 
disturb its operation by the regular session, 
which subsequently sat in full, continuous 
session of fifty days. Although scant op- 
portunity has been afforded to fairly test 
the efficacy of the law, which has been

Most of the length of this road is actu- 
ally used for the transportation of rural 
mails, but between stretches of rural routes 
are disconnected links not so used. Hence 
the question raised, and recently decided by 
a very liberal ruling, placing a broad inter- 
pretation upon the law, holding, in sub- 
Stance, that the federal money may be dis- 
bursed for the improvement of any high- 
way, “a substantial part” of which is used 
as a rural route, or any road, “differ- 
ent sections of which, constituting ubstan- 
tially the whole road, are being used for the 
transportation of the mails.” Which, of 
course, lets the Macon-Atlanta stretch of 
highway into the purview of the law. 

If there is any 100-mile stretch of public 
highway in the entire south where this order 
ought to apply, it is the stretch between 
here and Macon. Not only does it connect 
the capital with the third largest city over 
part of the route to the second largest city 
in the state, but it is the funnel of traffic 
from north to south Georgia, and vice versa. 

It carries more traffic than any other 
one hundred miles of highway in Georgia: 
and, strange to say, its condition at present 
is perhaps worse than that of any highway 
in the state. 

Here is an excellent chance to demon- 
strate what can be done in highwav build- 
ing in Georgia. This road, hugging the 
Central of Georgia railway, is bedded upon 
the crest of the Gulf-Atlantic watershed 
throughout its entire distance. On one side 
of it the drainage is toward the Atlantic 
ocean, on the other side toward the Gulf 
of Mexico; and it crosses not a stream as 
big as a man’s finger between Atlanta and 
Macon. 

There are three main reasons why it 
should receive immediate attention: 

First, its natural advantage of being 
built on the backbone of the watershed; 
second, because it connects two of the most 
populous cities of the state, and is the main 
artery through which the north-south traffic 
must flow; and, third, it traverses, in 
whole or in part, seven of the most prosper- 
ous counties of the state. 

There never were more nearly ideal in- 
centives for roadbuilding than are here af- 
forded, and if the state highway commis- 
sion, with the federal aid now at its dis- 
posal, cannot bring this piece of road to a 
state of repair bordering upon the perfect, 
then there is no merit in the entire good 
Toacs movement. 

Why not, therefore, get to work at once 
and make of this road a model to show just 
what the federal-aid act, with the counties’ 
co operation, will do! 


CHIEF COLLIERS PROPOSAL! 


Responding to the urgent demand of At- 
lanta that its streets be placed in passable 
repair, Chief of Construction Henry L. Col- 
lier says: 

“If | had, say, about one hundred men 
and a new asphalt repair outfit, | would 
guarantee to have every paved street in the 
business section in good condition, the 
weather permitting, of course, within the 
next thirty days.” 

Not a day should be lost in giving Mr. 
Collier the support he so reasonably calls 
for; because if there ever was a buS8iness 
proposition in this world, this is one. 

There is not a business organization in 
America—railroad, banking, mercantile, 
warehouse, public utility or any conceivable 
form of a well-administered business—that 
would hesitate a moment to act upon a 
proposition like that. 

Chief Collier makes the bold, unequivocal 
statement that if simply given one more 
asphalt repairing outfit to attend to the 
asphalt-paved streets, and a _ reasonable 


| force of hands to attend to the other street 


repairs, he will guarantee that within thirty 
days he will not have left a hole in an At- 
lanta paved thoroughfare! 

There probably is not another city in the 
world having an area of asphalt paving 
equal to Atlanta’s which would even try to 
get along with only one asphalt repairing 
apparatus, especially when another can be 
had at a cost, as Mr. Collier says, of “be- 
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tween $2,500 and $3,000.” Yet that is pre- 
cisely what Atlanta is doing, while Fulton 
county keeps three repair squads constantly 
at work. 

But the main business feature is, aside

Visiting delegates from neigh- 
boring cities interested in securing the ni- 
trate plant are invited to participate in the 
luncheon. 

Will Inspect Big Dam. 

After the luncheon it ts proposed to take 
members of the board on an automobile trip 
to inspect the big dam of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company at Bull Sluice. The 
board will leave at 11:30 o'clock tonight 
for Birmingham. 

Members of the board are Secretary 
War Newton D. Baker, Secretary of the 
terior Franklin K. Lane and Secretary of 
Agriculture David H. Houston. They are 
accompanied on their trip south by General 
W. M. Black, chief engineer, U. S. A.; Colo- 
nel Charles D. Wheeler, of the ordnance bu- 
reau; Lieutenant Colonel Charles’ Keller, 
Chief Engineer Merrill, of the forestry bu- 
reau, and Chemist Carithers and Chief Chem- 
ist Parsons, of the bureau of mines.

BONDS VALID AS LIEN 
ON GEORGIA STEEL CO. 
PROPERTY, SAYS JUDGE 


That the highway between Atlanta and 
Macon is virtually impassable for automo- 
biles on account of mud,is the declaration of 
E.R. Gunby, of Atlanta, who recently tried 
to negotiate the road in his car, and failed. 

Mr. Gunby and his family had been spend- 
ing several weeks at Tampa, Fla., and one 
day last week left that city for home. Mr. 
Gunby sent ‘his family nome by rail, while 
he essaved to return by automobile. 

He got as far as Barnesville, Ga., where, 
on account of the bad condition of the-roads 
in Pike county, he had to abandon his car 
and come the rest of the way by train. He 
Says that between Macon and Barnesville, 
in Monroe and Pike counties, two of the 
most prosperous rural counties in the state, 
he passed five stranded automobiles stuck 
in the mud. 

Notwithstanding the fact that it has 
rained almost continuously for several weeks 
Mr. Gunby says he got along all right until 
he got. to Macon; but after he crossed the 
Bibb county line his troubles came in large 
wads, culminating in his finally abandoning 
his car. 

He says that never in his life had he seen 
such a bad piece of road as this main high- 
way between Atlanta and Macon: and that it 
has practically suspended not only the auto- 
mobile traffic, but the traffic of every kind 
of vehicler. Everywhere he went, he said, 
he heard bitter protests, and the farmers, 
especially, are complaining because of their 
inability to travel from one town to another 
and from farm to town.

Bonds aggregating in value $897,000, 
owned in considerable part by Atlantans and 
other Georgians, were held valid as a lien 
on the property of the bankrupt Georgia Steel 
company yesterday by Judge W. T. Newman, 
reversing the finding of the referee in bank- 
ruptey, C. D. McCutcheon, of Dalton. Judge 
Newman says: 

“Il am unable to agree with the judgment 
of the referee and shall decline to confirm 
the same. I find that .the bondholders and 
their trustee are entitled to a finding es- 
tablishing their bonds to the extent that they 
have proven same and a right given them and 
their trust deed of a lien and priority of pay- 
ment.” 

The bonds given were for purchase’ money 
of the property of the Georgia Llron and Coal! 
company, sold by it to the Southern Steel 
company and afterwards transferred by the 
latter company to the Georgia steel company, 
a corporation organized to conform to the 
laws of Georgia, which forbids a foreign cor- 
poration owning in excess of 5,000 acres of 
land in the state. 

The objection raised by the trustee of the 
bankrupt Georgia Steel company, O. T. Pee- 
ples, to the proving of the bonds was that 
misrepresentations were made as to the value 
of the lands held by the Georgia Iron and 
Coal company in the sale. 

Among the bondholders affected were Joel 
Hurt,- Mrs. Isabel Hurt, Mrs. Mabel Bicker- 
staff, Mrs. Eva Sims, H. Bueck of Chatta- 
nooga, H. L. Woodruff of Columbus, and the 
cquitable Trust Company of New York. By 
validating the bonds, Judge Newman has 
probably given a par value to the stock of 
the Georgia lron and Coal company, which 
would otherwise have been valueless. 

The case has been in litigation § since 
1912, and has employed some of the best 
legal talent in the south. King & Spalding 
and Anderson & Rountree represented’ the 
bondholders in the petition seeking to set 
aside the finding of the referee, while Sizer, 
Chambliss & Chambliss, of Chattanooga, and 
Paul F. Akin, of Cartersville, represented the 
trustee of the bankrupt concern.

|ON PEANUTS FIXED

state railroad commission has is- 
sued circular No. 401, fixing new in- 
trastate freight rates on peanuts and 
velvet or soya beans, the production of 
which as a substitute for cotton in boll 
weevil territory has been adopted on a 
large scale in Georgia in the last two 
years, 

The new rates, especially the rates on 
beans, are regarded as very advantage- 
ous to the farmers. The rates on beans 
are made the same as on other animal 
foods, which is 21 per cent of first- 
class. The rates on beans are about 33 
per cent lower than on peanuts. 

The new rates become effective April 
1 next, and are sent forth in the com- 
mission's circular, as follows:
